santhemums and purple lamana, 
| with various shades of stocks and 
j ageratum paint the sky and 
j mountains. 

The four Sierra Madre debu¬ 
tants who are finally selected to 
represent their city on the float 
will personify Art, Music, Litera- 
, ture and Health—Sierra Madre’s 
I major and only industries. 

Their costumes, in golden shades 
i of yellow, orange and brown 
\ will superbly harmonize with the 
j floral color-scheme and complete 
I an artistic masterpiece.

All Its Own 


the Pasadena 
change of names from Huntington 
Drive to Sierra Madre Boulevard 
was ordered published immedi¬ 
ately. 

All that now remains to make 
the newly named boulevard an 
actuality for local residents is ac¬ 
tion by the Sierra Madre Coun¬ 
cil to change the name of the 
present Central avenue—with its 
extension through the Hastings 
ranch—and the selection of a new 
name for the present Sierra 
Madre avenue, now connecting 
Central avenue with Foothill 
Boulevard. This will undoubtedly 
be done at a meeting of the Coun¬ 
cil tonight. 

Immediately upon action by the 
Sierra Madre Council officially 
designating Central avenue as 
‘‘Sierra Madre Boulevard,” Pasa¬ 
dena will order the thoroughfare 
within its corporate limits signed 
by the new designation. At the 
intersection of Huntington Drive 
and Sierra Madre boulevard at 
San Marino junction a sign will 
go up pointing travelers north¬ 
east to Sierra Madre and Laman- 
da Park and Foothill boulevard 
via "Sierra Madre Boulevard,” 
and at intersections through La- 
manda Park, Sierra Madre Villa 
and the Hastings Ranch similar 
signs will immedately be erected. 
The highway through the Hast¬ 
ings property, between Sierra 
Madre and Lamanda Park, in 
county territory, has gone un¬ 
named by the county in the hope 
that the arrangement now per¬ 
fected would ultimately be brought 
about and has been given the 
name of Central avenue extension 
by common consent. 

In its western reaches, the 
new boulevard was already known 
as Sierra Madre avenue in San 
Marino from Huntington Drive to 
the southern limits of Pasadena. 
The action of the Pasadena board 
thus rids the current maps—and 
also the minds of motorists -of 
much confusion. The old question, 
moreover, as to how strangers 
can most easily find their way to 
Sierra Madre is eventually to find 
a happy solution. The new Boule¬ 
vard is likely to be one of the 
year’s best gifts to Sierra Madre. 

Many names have been sug¬ 
gested for the present Sierra 
Madre avenue, most of them of 
Spanish origin and it seems prob¬ 
able a Spanish name will be 
adopted by the Council when it 
changes the name of Central ave¬ 
nue.

City’s Offer 
Considered 
Bv Officials 


Countv Orders Survey On 
Proposal To Take Over 
Local Functions 

City Manager A1 S Myers ap¬ 
peared before the County Board 
of Supervisors this week and ex¬ 
plained the purpose of the reso¬ 
lution recently passed by the Si¬ 
erra Madre Council inviting the 
County officials to make a survey 
of local government cost with the 
possibility of a cut in the local 
budget. 

Mr. Myers outlined the Sierra 
Madre situation and explained 
that the local government would 
like to determine if its public 
services, now carried on by the 
municipality could bo performed 
by the county at a saving to the 
taxpayers. 

“We do not want to give up 
our city government Myers ex¬ 
plained, "or consolidate with the 
county. All we desire is to as¬ 
certain what anil for how much 
the county can furnish us under 
a stipulated contract.” 

The resolution of the local 
Council which had originally been 
brought before the supervisors by 
Supervisor Jessup and referred by 
them to Supervisor Legg has now 
been submitted to the County 
Bureau of Efficiency, which will 
study the costs of municipal gov¬ 
ernment in Sierra Madre and thus 
establish the basis for the possible 
contract. 

Meantime, the citizens of Sierra 
Madre will have an opportunity 
to discuss the pros and cons of 
the proposed contract at an open 
forum to be held Tuesday evening, 
January 7, in the City Hall.

EASTERN APPETITE 
FOR AVOCADO GROWS 


Forty-one percent of all the ca- 
lavos and avocados marketed so 
far this season by the Calavo 
Growers of California have been 
shipped to the east, it was re¬ 
vealed yesterday by the growers' 
cooperative. This percentage is 
by far the largest crop total ever 
moved outside of California for 
this industry. During the same 
period of last year, approximately 
25 percent had been moved to 
eastern markets. 

This eastern movement of ca- 
lavos, netting prices to the grow¬ 
ers' association considerably above 
those from local markets, is be¬ 
lieved due largely to consumer 
and trade advertising, concen¬ 
trated in those distant markets 
last season by the growers. An¬ 
other factor is that the Florida 
crop is now completely harvested, 
being the earliest in years.

W HEN the tulips unfold their 
magic color in spring, one 
can take a justifiable satis¬ 
faction in having been responsible 
for their inclusion in the plant¬ 
ings. 

On the Pacific coast in the 
milder sections those varieties of 
tulips which arc most successful¬ 
ly grown are the late ones known 
as the Darwin, Breeder and May- 
flowering or cottage tulips . 

The Darwin and breeder types 
are very much alike, except that 


below where the bulbs will rest. 
Loosen the subsoil, and if con¬ 
venient, mix sand with the lower 
soil to provide drainage. Replace 
the soil in the bottom of the ex¬ 
cavation and mix 5 pounds of 
bonemeal for every 25 square feet. 
Now place the bulbs, surrounding 
each bulb with sand (not beach 
sand, and replace the soil, and 
the planting is completed. In 
heavy soil, artificial drainage is 
important, and the use of sand as 
mentioned above will give better 
results.

THE EVER WELCOME TULIP 

The seed of Baby Blue Eyes 
or nemophila is an excellent cov¬ 
ering for any bulb bed. The seed 
should be sown on top of the 
bulb bed. about January 1st, cov¬ 
ering with a light mulch of leaf 
mold, or decomposing barnyard 
fertilizer. The nemophila will 
bloom at the same time as the 
tulips and makes a very dainty 
ground covering.

In localities where the ground 
j frosts during the winter months, 

I the top growth of tulips is wise- 
| ly retarded by nature, giving the 
bulbs an opportunity to produce a 
good root system. In this climate 
deep planting will substitute for 
ground freezing, for by placing 
the bulb far enough below the 
surface, it is kept cool and the 
growth of the sprout will be re- 
j tarded, thus giving the bulbs suf- 
| fieient time to develop an ade- 
i quate root system. 

In preparing the soil for tulips, 
follow the ordinary garden rules 
! except that no animal manure 
i should be used at the time of 
planting. Deep spading and 
thorough pulverization are neves 
sary. The spading of humus-pro¬ 
ducing materials, such ns leaves, 
straw, weeds, etc., is very bene¬ 
ficial, anel should be applied in 
advance of planting so that it 
will have sufficient time to decay. 

Humus, which is decomposing 
organic matter, plays an impor¬ 
tant part in the soil for any 
crop, and should be added regu¬ 
larly and continuously. A little 
hydrated lime thoroughly mixed 
with the soil will correct any 
acid condition that may be pre¬ 
sent. 

To make a tulip bed, after se¬ 
lecting the place in which they 
are to be planted, dig out the 
soil to a depth of several inches
